Old Jail Presents Easy Escape Route 


Nine Now Selected

Eight 
prisoners 
who 
escaped from the Collin 
County 
Jail 
early 
this 
morning are still at large, 
but two others were arrested 
within hours of the breakout. 
Sheriff George ISmith said 
none of the men are believed 
to be armed and are not 
considered 
dangerous. 
He 
added that he expects the 
prisoners to be picked up 
within the next few days. 
One was found asleep at 
his grandm other’s house 
north of 
M cKinney and 
another was caught trying to 
break into a building in town, 
Smith said, adding that the 


escap ee 
w as 
“ probably 
trying to get some money to 
leave the area.” 
The men escaped at about 
1:30 a m. from a third floor 
cell by prying out the bars 
and then climbing down on 
ropes of knotted blankets 
and sh eets. 
No injuries 
occurred 
during 
the 
breakout, Smith said. 
“There was rotten mortar 
around the bars and it gave 
aw ay,’’ Chief Deputy Jerry 
Kunkle 
said. 
“They 
just 
pushed the bars out and got 
some blankets and pulled 
themselves out.” 
Smith said there were 26 
prisoners on the floor, but 
apparently 
“they realized 


they had more to lose by 
attem pting 
to 
escap e 
because they will eventually 
be picked up.” He noted that 
the 
IO men 
will 
all 
be 
charged with escape which 
is considered a felony if the 
prisoner 
was 
currently 
charged or convicted of a 
felony. Some of those who 
escaped were still awaiting 
trial. 
“Also, a prisoner who has 
escaped 
or 
attempted 
to 
escape from a county or city 
jail 
cannot 
make 
trustee 
when he is transferred to 
Huntsville 
or 
other 
TDC 
units,’’ Smith said. 


This 
was 
the 
second 
successful jail break from 
the ancient facility during 
the last nine months. Seven 
priso n ers 
escap ed 
in 
November of 1973, but all 
were arrested within days. 
Constructed in the 1800s, 
the jail is currently 
the 
subject of a suit brought by 
the Texoma chapter of the 
A m erican Civil L ib erties 
Union which claims that the 
jail 
is 
a n tiq u a te d 
and 
inadequate for its present 
use. Neither the sheriff nor 
other county officials have 
denied the allegations and 
preliminary plans are being 


made to pass a bond issue to 
improve the facility, as well 
as the courthouse. 
Smith said he thought the 
dam age to the jail could be 
repaired today and would 
probably cost about $ 100, but 
said he has no plans to in­ 
crease security. 
I can't secure more than 
I already have without more 
personnel or a better jail,” 
he said. “ I'm doing the best I 
can with the jail and per­ 
sonnel we have. I doubt that 
I 
ask 
the 
commissioners 
again to improve the jail 
because it just doesn’t seem 
to do any good to ask ”

White Rock Creek 
Flood Plan Studied 


The nature and extent of 
probable future floods in the 
upper 
White 
Rock 
Creek 
Watershed have now been 
determined by the U. 
S. 
Corps of Engineers. 
As released in the third 
and final major flood study 
based in the Plano area, the 
flood plain data will enable 
developers and city officials 
to plan the best land use of 
the area, according to Paul 
Gillett, chief of the Flood 
Plain Management Branch 
of 
the 
T exas 
Water 
Development Board. Plano 
city 
officials 
and 
area 
developers 
attended 
a 
special presentation of the 
study Tuesday morning. 
Noting that correcting 
flood plain problem s in 
highly developed areas is 
extremely expensive, Gillett 
said developers in the White 
Rock Creek basin have a 
“golden opportunity’’ to 
implement sound land use 
practices. 
Timing is important in the 
adoption of measures af­ 
fecting land use in the flood 
plains, he said. In the case of 
Upper White Rock Creek, 
there is still time to make 
intelligent use of flood plain 
lands. 
Land 
use 
controls 
and 
other measures can be used 
to guide development so that 


portions of the flood plain 
subject to deep flooding and 
high 
v elo cities 
can 
be 
utilized for open space uses 
having tolerable dam age 
potential; and the remainder 
prudently developed to avoid 
damage vulnerability 
and 
jeopardy to life and health, 
Gillett said. 
Large floods are known to 
have occurred in the upper 
White Rock Creek watershed 
in 1942, 1949, 1962, 1964, 1969 
and 1971, pointed out Lynn 
Lovell, engineer in charge of 
the study. However, most of 
the damage caused by the 
floods 
w as 
confined 
to 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
fac i l i ti e s , 
railroads, roads and bridges 
since little urban develop­ 
ment exists in the area. 
Flood dam age can 
be 
reduced 
through 
both 
r e g u l a t o r y 
a n d 
nonregulatory measures, he 
said. Zoning ordinances, 
subdivision 
regulations, 
building codes and health 
codes can be used to regulate 
flood plain development. 
As time passes, there is 
expected to be an increasing 
demand for building sites in 
this area, the report noted. 
Some of these sites could be 
on land vulnerable to serious 
flooding. A future danger is 
that new developments in 
the floodplain, if unregulated 


could be constructed as to 
restrict the flow of water and 
thus increase flood heights 
and damage upstream. 
A flood plain zoning or­ 
dinance stipulates the type 
of building developm ent 
permitted 
by 
establishing 
flood 
plain 
encroachment 
limits or the point at which 
flood flows are obstructed. 
Subdivision, building and 
health codes also regulate 
flood plain development by 
setting standards of con­ 
struction. 
Structural measures such 
as 
channel 
modifications, 
dams, dikes and levees can 
ne used to reduce 
flood 
heights 
or 
to provide 
a 
barrier between floodwaters 
and developm ent. 
Flood 
plains can also be bought for 
development as parks or 
nature 
trails, 
or 
flood 
easem en ts may be pur­ 
chased.

Robert Excel White will be 
moved out of Collin County, 
as prosecution and defense 
attorneys were able to agree 
on three additional jurors 
Thursday. 
The three jurors added 
yesterday brings to a total of 
nine the number impaneled 
thus 
far. 
and 
there's 
a 
chance the remaining three 
will be selected today. 
In yesterday’s 
selection 
process, the attorneys in­ 
terview ed IO prospective 
jurors, which means that 
less than half of the 87 Collin 
County citizens called have 
been interviewed. 
In the three jurors selected 
yesterday,the jury got its 
first woman juror, who is 
from Plano. Of the nine now 
impaneled, four are from the 
Plano area. 
Judge Tom Ryan of the 
199th Judicial District Court 
is still holding up a decision 
on whether or not to move 
the trial out of Collin County. 
However, the chances of the 
trial being moved elsewhere 
apparently are dimming. 
The change of venue was

White’s 
defense attorneys 
Luther 
Truett and Nick Worden, 
who claimed that prejudicial

operations to close his open 
spine, drain excess 
fluid 
from his head, transfer hip 
muscles to aid leg movement 
and straighten his club feet 
He was paralyzed from the 
waist 
down, and doctors 
reserved much hope for the 
baby ever walking 
"They painted the picture 
so black." 
Mrs. 
Byerley 
said 
“ They tell you he'il 
never walk 
You go along 
w ith it, but you never want to 
give up." 
Mrs Byerley admits these 
first 
three years haven’t 
been easy. She said, looking 
back, she really didn’t know 
what she and her husband 
would do. 
“ We were worried he was 
going to be treated dif­ 
ferently," she said "I don’t 
want to be around people 
who are going to treat him 
special. 
"It s not fair to him It s 
not fair to those who are 
working with him ” 
Mike and Sandra 
work 
daily with Jason, who works 
hard with a special physical 
therapist 
They encourage 
the child, but at the same 
time make him understand

Protection Agency grant, the 
first of its kind, and will 
focus on both the indoor and 
outdoor cockroach.

“ We are getting reports 
from county agents and pest 
control operators that indoor 
roaches .are not breeding as 
frequently as they used to," 
souffle urban entomologist 
Gordon W. Frankie said. 
"We can’t say why they 
aren’t breeding, but that 
does seem to be the case." 
He said there is no in­ 
dication if the outdoor roach 
stays outside by choice or 
just until he experiences the 
indoor life.

But the 
fact is that TVA experience 
and that of other groups and 
organizations carries a clear 
warning against precipitous 
action. 
Technological 
advance­ 
ment p ro m ise s m ankind 
much, and more often than 
not delivers the goods in the 
end. But it often runs afoul of 
a whole new set of problems 
before the bugs are worked 
out.
